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BASIC -ABSTRACT: At least Cu, Cu20 or Ag20 is added to the water treated by 
activated sludge to disinfect and the treated water is recovered as reuse 
water. 



ADVANTAGE - As water is disinfected without using any Cl containing 
disinfectant, harmful substances, e.g. trichloromethane , are not formed. 
Concrete walls of a treatment tank is not damaged. Cu, Cu20 or Ag20 or their 
mixture is used in the granular or net -like for M. 

In an example sewage was fed in a 1st treatment tank , where sediments and scum 
are removed. Then the treated water after the 1st treatment was fed to a 2nd 
treatment tank containing activated sludge comprising aerobic bacteria, where 
the treated water was aerated in the presence of sufficient 02 to remove 
organic substances in the treated water. The treated water was separated to 
solid and liquid. The separated water was fed to a highly treating tank , 
where the water was highly treated by active carbon and then separated to solid 
and liquid. The highly treated water was fed to a disinfecting tank , where 
Cu, Cu20 or Ag20 or their mixture was added to the water. 
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
